in and formed a depot for the supplies in 
the way of clothing which bad formerly 
been indiscriminately given to beggars. 
The newly elected secretary was in charge 
shortly before Thanksgiving, and cases

employed. The summer prodigal sad the 
winter pauper is thus changed to a self- 
supporting man. Members of the society 
got their coal at wholesale prices. 
Many 


winter paupers have thus teen rna'le sell- 
supporting. A paid female agent makes 
the collections, and the 'iverage collection 
is $117 a week. The i in is to get each 
dav laborer to save ten cents on every 
d jilar he earns to provide for the neces- 
sities of winter. We hope it won't be 
long until some such plan is in vogue 
here. 


"The superintendent of the free kin- 


dergarten schools (also a department of 
this organization; told us that there 
were 1,201 children in 
the six 
free 


kindergarten schools. These little ones 
were cared for and taughtcleanliness and 
thrift while their parents were out at 
work. 


"We visited the industrial school and 


found a large number of girls, aged 10 
years of age or more, learning all manner 
of housework and fust becoming trained 
for servants. 


"We did not forget the Friendly Inn 


with its wood yard, for that is also unJ< r 
the same control.

Tlie donations made to us consist of 5SI1 
a tides, mostly wearing apparel and they 
have been given'out to the poor. Twenty- 
six business men have become subscrib- 
ers. 
The Woman's Exchange has been 


enjoying a good patronage andjits worth 
is recogni/ed. 
Its purpose is to provide 


a market for woman's work. To many it 
bus --cemed a godsend." 


Mis. Johns speaking again, said: "The 


work has fallen heavily upon those who 
are actively engaged. The tax is not only 
that of labor, time and street car fare, 
but upon the pocketof each visitor. The 
visiting lady who seeks out cases of dis- 
tress must see destitution when sentimen- 
tal philanthropy takes the place of the 
scientific, when the intellect does not 
reason but the heart only pities, when 
the purse is opened to relieve distress 
without investigation. The necessity of 
deciding upon s^rne means of adding to 
the relief fund is apparent." 


It was suggested that the Bloomington 


Dramatic club had lately successfully 
produced some light drama in their city, 
and that they were quite willing to repeat 
the entertainment here for the benefit of 
the union.

now IT'S DONE is INDIANAPOLIS. 


The report of the visit of Mrs. Johns 


and Mrs. Bresie to Indianapolis to inspect 
the organized charities there, was pre- 
sented by the former aa follows. 
"We 


needed practical knowledge of the meth- 
ods employed in a city which has had or- 
ganized charities for ten years. We were 
at Indianapolis two days and learned 
much of the Organized Charities Society 
office. 
At this place the township trus- 


tee (the same as (ur overseer of the poor) 
files his report, giving all the details of 
relief offered, the beneficiaries, dates and 
residences. The orders are in every case 
for substantial articles of food, and the 
pauper cannot get tobacco at the public 
expense. His report for a year shows a 
total of $8,096.30 relief extended to per- 


sible in Indianapjlis to take from their 
parents children* who are sent 
out 


to 
beg on 
the 
streets 
or 
who 


are 
in 
depraved 
houses. 
Homes 


are provided for them in good families 
and a children's home has been stalled. 
There are at present seventeen chil ireu in 
it under eight years of age. 


"Older girls or girls who have been in 


vicious society are sent to the reforma- 
tory. There are now 
onu 
hundred 


and' twenty-six there, and they pass 
half a day in school and half a day in 
learning domestic work. The woikhouse 
stands between the jail and those loose 
minded creatures who want to do some 
petty crime for the sake of getting lood 
and shelter in prison for the winti-i. 
It 


has sent the tramps away from Indianapo- 


lis. 
The organized oharit es have stop- 


ped street begging, lessened the demands 
on the county on pauper account, given 
work instead of alms." 


J. 0. Whitney told of the viluc of in 


vestigation in cases of paupcis at Lewis- 
ton, 
Me., and the good which had come 


from specially hiring a competent matron 
to do this work. 


Mrs. 
Johns thought n fiiendly inn 


might be supported here by private con- 
tiibuticas. 


On the subject of getting the childien 


of the poor to school, Mr. Uastman said 
that a truant oilict-r had been appointed 
and that the school teacheis would notify 
the charitable union of 
any 
absence 


on the part of the children who had been 
clothed by the Union. 
The compulsoiy 


education law required the attendance of 
children between 7 and It years of ag.; 
for sixteen weeks in every year, eight 
weeks at least consecutively, and fines 
were imposed for disobedience. 
But it 


remained to be seen ho A' the law would 
work. 
lie wanted old school books 


turned over to him for tho use of poor 
children, and the board of education al- 
lowed him to purchase books for those 
who could not buy them. 


This was the end of the business and 


an adjournment followed.
